BoarRD OF HEALTH— 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In March, 1890, the School Board organized as follows: Chair- 
man, John H. Cutler; Secretary, Helen M. Greenwood; Treasur- 
er, Edwin H. Taylor. 

The High School has been in session thirty-six weeks. All the 
other schools have had three terms of ten weeks each; except the 
East school, where there has been no winter term, and consequent- 
ly only twenty-two weeks in all. 

We are strongly impressed with the desirability, not to say 
necessity, of a longer school year. The long vacations in fall and - 
winter, the time of the year most favorable for study, are found 
to be a serious drawback to the progress of the pupils. Mean- 
while parents are clamorous for the promotion of their children 
to the higher grades and to the High School, and are eager to have 
them fitted at the earliest possible age for the active duties of life. 
The teachers find it impossible to accomplish what is expected of 
them in thirty weeks; which is only about three-fourths the year- 
ly length of schools in most large places. We earnestly recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made which will enable us to have 
the schools continue at deast thirty-four weeks during the coming 
year. 

It has been said laughingly, sometimes, that our schools are not 
city schools; but why should we not be ambitious to imitate good 
models and make it possible to obtain here an education which 
will qualify our children to meet on a footing of equality those 
whom they must meet when they start out in a career of their . 
own? We wish that our young people might leave the High 
School, not with a feeling of satisfaction that school days are over, 
but with such a wish for knowledge, that a broader education 
would seem indispensable. 


ScHooL Housks. 


Most of the school houses of the town are in a satisfactory con- 
dition. There is however, one important exception. The school 
house at West Peterboro’ is badly in need of repairs. Just what 
and how much should be done to it is of course a matter for con- 
sideration. But if nothing more is done we think that there 
should at least be a new hard wood floor laid on the lower room 
and new desks. The old floor is so rough from long wear that it 
is very hard to sweep and so completely worn out in places that it 
is difficult to keep the room warm in cold weather. We will have 
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estimates made and presented at the town meeting of the probable 
cost of such repairs. 

We recommend that such of the old unused school houses as are 
not likely to be used again be disposed of, as they are yearly de- 
teriorating in value. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


We are glad to be able to report a generally good condition of 
the schools. With a single exception, the schools close the year in 
a condition that may be ranked from fair to excellent, and most 
of them are, we think, entitled to the higher of these two grades. 
The single exception mentioned is the Grammar School of West 
Peterboro’. There has been, especially during the last term, a 
spirit of disorder and insubordination manifested there which has 
very seriously detracted from the usefulness of the school. Your 
committee are determined that this shall not continue. Weesteem 
it our duty to put down this insubordinate spirit promptly and 
efficiently ; by mild means if we can—by severe ones if we must. 
We ask the hearty co-operation of the citizens of West Peterboro’ 
in our efforts to redeem their school and place it fully abreast the 
best schools of the town. 

An effort has been made by your committee to improve the 
methods of instruction in those branches that had been neglected 
or imperfectly taught; and by the prompt and cheerful co-opera- 
tion of most of the teachers very marked progress and improve- 
ment has been made. 

We will only take time here to mention the subject of penman- 
ship. This useful, practical and very necessary branch has 
been in the past years, either entirely neglected or taught in such 
a desultory and unscientific manner that to find a good specimen 
of penmanship, even in the High School, was the exception rather 
than the rule. The schools are now formed into classes, and 
taught by a method and not hap-hazard and individually. We find 
this method is producing very satisfactory results. 

The military drill that has been established in our village schoo] 
has been subjected to criticism by some of our citizens; as if it 
were an exercise entirely unnecessary and a waste of time. A 
few words to such as hold these opinions may not be untimely. 
In the first place itis an undisputed fact that it is necessary to 
have some systematic method of entering and leaving a school, or 
disorder and confusion are almost sure to be the result. Especial- 
ly is this the case in a building where there are several schools as 
in our centre village, and consequently a large number of pupils. 
Now we believe that all that would be necessary to convert the 
most sceptical in this matter, would be to have them stand and see 
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the exit or entrance of two different sets of children; one of 
which had been trained in the exercise, and the other not. The 
erect, manly bearing and vigorous step of the one; as contrasted 
with the slouching forms and shuffling footsteps of the other 
would be such an object lesson that no argument would be needed. 

Again: are there not advantages in the drill itself, sufficient to 
justify the small portion of time that is devoted to it? Does it 
not help towards an erect form and expanded lungs? Is there not 
moral as well as physical good attained? Is not the habit of 
prompt obedience to constituted authority, even though it be no 
higher authority than that of the drill master, a useful habit to be 
developed in this age when we boast so much of our liberty that 
we are apt to forget that there are any necessary limitations to it? 

One other thing needs perhaps an explanation. Parents have 
sometimes remonstrated when the children are asked not to bring 
dinners. Of course there are many who live at such a distance 
that they can not go home in the noon hour; but there are others 
who bring a dinner for the sake of eating it with other children. 
Now, anyone, after a moment’s reflection, will realize that forty or 
fifty children should not be left to themselves in the school build- 
ing, and this means that some teacher must devote her time to an 
oversight of all games, etc. We ask the parents to be as consider- 
ate as possible and relieve the teachers of unnecessary responsi- 
bility. 


ATTENDANCE. 


There has been no general sickness and the attendance has been 
fully up to the usual; but it is, most unfortunately, never what it 
should be. Parents are apt to let trivial causes detain their chil- 
dren from school; forgetful or unconscious of the fact that ab- 
sence from the school, even for a small portion of the time, is 
very apt to be fatal to any real and satisfactory attainment. 

In conclusion let us repeat a warning that cannot be too fre- 
quently or impressively given.—Don’t let your children be out 
late at night if you care for their attainments in the schools. A 
sleepy, yawning child had better be anywhere else rather than in 
the school room. Choose, if you will, for your child, between 
social diversions and scholarly habits, but don’t imagine that they 
can have both.

Much credit is 
due Mrs. Coffin for the efficient manner in which she has cared for 
the library. The salary of the librarian ($60,) is not a fair com- 
pensation for the duties required, and an increase is recommended.

THE LIBRARY ROOM. 


The room occupied by the library is, and has been for several 
years past, very inadequate. At the beginning of the year about 
seventy feet of shelving was added, which fills every available 
space, and the shelves are much over-crowded. This over-crowd- 
ing makes it difficult for the librarian to keep the books in their 
proper places, which is a matter of necessity in a library of this 
size. The want of shelf room, too, causes much unnecessary work 
in arranging new accessions. 

The location of the room, while convenient of access, is not a fit 
repository for this valuable and time honored collection of books. 
What could seem more ridiculous than locating a library, repre- 
senting, as it does, the wisdom and learning of the ages and the 
thoughts of greatest minds, in closest proximity to the public lock- 
up, where the lowest and most depraved of humanity are confined? 
And not alone from a sentimental point of view is the room un- 
suited. It is in a location most endangered by fires, an important 
consideration; for the volumes, valuable as first contributions to 
the oldest free public library in our land, when once lost, cannot 
be replaced. More room could be gained by extending the present 
room to the rear but when so enlarged neither of the above objec- 
tions are removed. A building specially designed and fitted for 
library purposes, with reading room adjoined,—a building where 
works of art, antiquities and curiosities of historical interest to the 
town may from time to time be gathered—is an urgent need. 

It is recommended that the library committee be so chosen that 
one member only shall retire and one to succeed him be elected 
each year.
